As & matter of fact most of those who 
eaw the first presentation were not really 
alive to the character of the play that 
was being presented. They were so capti- 
vated by the art of the actors and ac- 
tresses and the skilfulnese with which 
the piece had been constructed by the 
author that they failed to ree that the 
whole thing was impossible. It wae only 
next day, when they came to attempt to 
tell-the story of the play to their friends, 
that they realized what a disguating 
piece of atage craft it was. The plot was 
such that it —_— not possibly be related 
or described in any mixed company. With 
perhaps one or two exceptions it was the 
rawest thing that has ever been put on 
in a local theatre. The dramatic censors 
who eco all firat performances and who, 
acting under authority of the police de- 
partment, give the theatres permiesion 
to go on each week, failed, like other 
apectators, to recognize the character of 
Deborah aa a play. They cut out eartain 
scenes, but they could not alter the sige 
nificance of the. whole story. 


A Clergyman Acted. 


It remained for Rev. John Coburn, act- 
ing for the Committee of Vigilance, to 
take the action which resulted in the 
suppression of Deborah. Having wit- 
neseed the first performance pereonally 
he laid a charge against all the perform. 
ers in tho company of producing an im. 
mora lay. Mr. Coburn told his story 
before Magistrate Denison, a number of 
witnesses were called for the defence, but 
the upshot of a day's deliberations wae 
that the magistrate rendered 4 eon vic- 
tion and the company wae notified that 
they must not repeat the play. Thue end- 
ed Deborah after a short life of three 


aye. 

Tt ia to be expected that aa & result 
Toronto will be further advertised in 
American cities aa the most atraight- 
laced clty in America. But it will prob- 
ably be found that there will be many 
other cities that will suppress Deborah if, 
indeed, attempta are made to revive it. 
Already Hamilton, London and Ottawa 
are reported to have turned it down. The 
example wet by Toronto may alao have 
a wholesome influence in making other 
ir nore cangfully ecrutinize first pro- 

uctions.

One of the most valuable acquisi- 
tions to the menu at this season of 
the ~ear is that old ‘‘standby'’— 
shubarb. A hardy plant and eary 
of cultivation, it 1s to be found in 
nearly every kitchen-garden, or it 
may be purchased at a mod-rate 
price from yoir greengrocer. 

Rhubarb, properly cocked, and!) 
daintily served, is a delicious, ap- 
petizing article of food, but the! 
mushy, stringy ‘‘stewed rhubarb” 
and the soggy, more or less mutil- 
ated ‘“‘rhubarb pie,’’ which 1s so 
often to be found even in well reg™- 
lated householdé, shows only too 
conclusively that a more exhaustive 
study of ‘‘rhubarb cookery’’ ‘# to 
be recommended. 

In planting rhubarb, or in pur- 
chasing it, care should be taken to 
select a variety the skin of whica is 
a deep pink at the roota. This) 
skin when cooked with rhubarb) 
gives it a beautiful pinkish color, | 
and if, as has been said, ‘‘eyes do. 
half the eating,’ then we should 
consider all these minor poiits m 
cookery. 

While rhubarb is seasonable from) 
April to September, 't may de put 
up in glass jars and for ps, | 
puddings, etc., during the winter, 
months, It is also delicious when 
madé into marmalade, jam or pre- 
serve, and will keep indefinitely. 

There are. various ways of “‘can-) 
ning’ rhubarb, all of which are 
more or less successful. In any | 
event, the stalks should be well 
washed and cut up into inch pieces. | 
If the skin seems tough, it should, 
be removed before cutting. One 
method of canning rhubarb is to fill 
a glass jar, which has been :teril-| 
ized, with the cut rhubarb, hold. 
under the cold water faucet until 
the water overflows and every bit, 
of air has been excluded from the 
jar, then screw on the cover and 
place in)a cool room, No cooking, 
is necedsary until ready to use;)| 
then treat in the way you would| 
the fresh fruit.

Herm, Near England, Has a Popu- 
lation ot Forty. 


A real feudal island, where the 
inhabitants are ruled by rigid reg- 
ulations reminiscent of the Middl 
Ages and where even visitors have 
to conform to Spartan laws—such 
is the Island of Herm, about four 
miles from Guernsey, England. 

Herm is only about eight miles in 
circumference, hut kangaroos run 
wild within its confines and the in- 
habitants are not allowed to have 
either guns or dogs. ms 

It is difficult to believe that Herm 
is a real island only a few miles 
from the English coast and not 4 
dream island in the South Seas in- 
vented by some fanciful novelist. 

It id leased from the British Gov- 
ernment: by Prince Blucher, a des- 
cendant of the famous Waterloo 
Blucher. His residence stands on 
the summit of the island and can 
be seen from the sea for ° miles 
around. 

There is only one landing place, 
and then one can only get ore 
under certain tides. No one is per- 
mitted to land without paying a 
'fee, and people have to give a rea- 
son for their visit. 

Visitors are only permitted 
Herm during the summer 
from June to September. 

The law in this romantic feudal 
island is enforéed by the chief boat- 
man, who holds the office of con- 
stable. As an emblem of office he 
carriers a miniature ebony silver 
mounted baton. People arrested 
are taken to a curious little stone 
prison near the landing place, 
shaped like a beehive. Herm has 
forty inhabitants, all dependents 
of the Prince. 

The most fascinating feature of 
the island is the herd of kangaroos, 
with a few rock wallabies, which 
leap about the place as if in the 
heart of Austraha. 

A former inhabitant of Herm put 
two kangaroos on the island. The 
present herd, several hundred in 
all, are their descendants.

Cushions Shoula be Cleaned With 
Vacuum Cleaners.

“There is hardly a more danger- 
ous atmosphere than that of a 
third-class smoking compartment 
of a local train,” said D. W. H. 
Whitehouse, medical officer for 
Deptford, England, recently. ‘‘I 
have examined twenty-four sam- 
ples of dust and air taken from 
railway carriages, and have found 
germs of consumption, pneumonia, 
erysipelas, abscesses and boils, in- 
uenza, and catarrh. Cold or cat- 
arrh after a railway journey is of- 


jten not due, as people imagine, to 


a draught but. to the atmosphere 
of the carriage. 

“The proper and obvious way to 
clean a railway carriage is by a 
vacuum cleaner. By no other means 
is it possible to get the dust out of 
cushion seats. Wooden seats would | 
be far better. and the floors ought 
to be impervious. Instead of wood 
the surface should be linoleum or 
some similar substance into which 
the dust could not settle. As 
things are now, the carriages are 
not even disinfected.’’ 

“Above all, there ought to be} 
some constituted authority to see} 
that railway carriages are kept in 
a state of sanitation. If there were 
only a dozen sanitary inspectors 
on each railway they could patrol | 
the line and report upon the state 
of the carriages and stations. The 
cost to the companies could not be; 
great; the gain to the public health | 
would be immense.”’

ESKIMO’S BRAINS IN Siu... 
Say Dogs Can be Satisfled, But 
_/®eople Can Always Eat. 


-According to Knud Rasmussen, 
the explorer and authority on polar 
lands, the Eskimo does not think 
as other races do. He does not 
count the hours, days or years and 
keeps no record on time. All his 
thoughts are centred on hunting 
and beyond the need of sufficient 
food and clothing for himself and 
family, he has no care. 

Mr. Rasmussen relates a number 
of interesting conversations which 
he has had with various Eskimos, 
all of which go toward pointing out 
conclusively their indifference and 
oy for any thoughtful reflec- 
ion. 

“Onee,’’ he is quoted in an ex- 
change as saying, ‘‘I asked an Es- 
kimo who seemed to be plunged in 
reflection, ‘‘What are you thinking 
about?’ 

‘‘He laughed at my question and 
said: “Oh, it is only you white 
men who go in for thinking. Up 
here we think only of our flesh pits 
and whether we have enough for 
the long, dark winter. If we have 
meat enough why should be think ?’’ 

Eating seems to be the all impor- 
tant thing beyond the task of pro- 
viding it. Once when Mr. Ras- 
mussen excused himself, after pay- 
ing a visit, with the plea that he 
had already eaten enough, he was 
laughed at and the answer he re- 
ceived ‘was: 

“Dogs can be stuffed till they 
are satisfied and can eat no more;

Below him the Prussian ad- 
ministration was a thing of stiff and 
| mechanical obedience, lacking in inl- 
tfative and individuality. 
Several of Frederick's military losses 
were due to the fact that he gave bis 
| generals such minute orders and was 


#0 severe in case of disregard of tn. 


‘structions that they did not dare to 
| ose their own judgment when unfor- 
| seen conditions presented themselves. 
He personally foresaw and provided 
for everything, and he inspected fre- 
quently and thoroughly. His discipline 
was severe, his organization good, bis 
/ calculation accurate and limited to 
what was possible. His movements, 
which were skillfully disguised, were 
| rapid. 

So superior was Frederick to his op- 
ponents in strategy that they were 
obliged for safety to keep their troops

Mr. Kirk questioned the assessment 
of Marmora village. He would like to 
see the assessors base on cash value. 
The assessors should be brought be- 
fore the county judge. They know 
the law but they won't follow it. If 
every municipality was assessed at a 
fair basis it would be all right. 

Mr. W. H. Hubbell said Marmona 
village was equalized at $276,000 and 
assessed at $27,388. The village is, he 
believed, getting less out of the county 
of Aiastings for the taxes than any 
other municipality.

A contract has just 
been awarded by the Government 
to Roger Miller & Sons of Toronto, 
for the lock gates on sections three 
and four of the canal, thus complet- 
ing- the outlet to Trenton on the 
Bay .of Quinte from Lake Simcoe. 
Tenders will be called shortly for 
beginning the work on the northern 
section of the canal from Lake Sim- 
coe to Georgian Bay, via the Sev- 
ern River. The total expenditure 
on the canal so far has been about 
$11,000,000. It will cost another 
$5,000,000 to complete it and give a 
continuous six to seven foot water- 
way from Georgian Bay to Lake 
Ontario.

Worth $62,750. ‘ 


The most expensive toy in the. 


world has beén placed on exhibition 
pat Northampton, England. 
| It is a real miniature 
| super-Dreadnoughts, battle cruis- 
‘ers and destroyers, with a royal 
jyacht, all fitted with guns and 
| searchlights, the whole being a re- 
| plica, exact in every detail, of ves- 
| sels in the British navy. 

Every vessel is fully armed with 
13.5m. and 12 inch guns—made to 
scale—that will fire. 
equipped, too, with the correct 
number of secondary guns and car- 
ries electric navigation lights and 
searchlights, while the torpedo 
iboats are operated automatically. 
| Here are the names and descrip- 
‘tions of these unique toys, which 
will easily carry a boy to act as cap- 
tain and a crew of one.

Edward W. Hobbs, who designed 
the fleet, gave some particulars. of 
the model] navy. 

“For nine weeks,’’ he said, 
“twenty men have been working at 
the Northampton works to complete 
the flect. Each of the battleships 
cost $3,000 except the Queen Mary, 
which cost $3,300. The destroyers 
could be bought ,for $1,000 each, 
while the royal yacht cost $2,500. 

The biggest boats carry two per- 
sons and the destroyers hold one. 
They are propelled by electrical 
motors, and al] the boats can travel 
at speeds varying. from 2) knots to 
344 knots for two hours without 
stopping. 

“If the fleet were bought as a 
present-for a boy,”’ continued Mr. 
Hobbs, ‘‘the generous father would 
require to build for his son a lake 
200 yards by 100 yards and three 
feet deep. This would cost $20,000, 
while scenery effects would cost an- 
other $20,000. Total for the fleet 
and the sea, $62,750. 

“The cost of upkeep for the fleet 
would be about $1.25 a week.”’

Potato Diseases. 


In regard to combating diseases 
of the potato, I think the first thing 
for a planter to consider is the im- 
munity different varieties of dis- 
eases, says Samuel“B. Green.

Celdwin Smith's Letters. 


A considerable furore in literary and | 
political circles has been caused by the 
ublication of a volume of letters by the 
ate Professor Goldwin Smith. The rol- 
ame ie edited by Mr. Arnold Haultain 
who for many yeare previous to Mr. Golt- 
win Smith's death acted aa private secre 
tary, and was by the will appointed Hit- 
erary executor. Home time ago Mr. Haul 
tain published a volume of Reminiscences | 
which was, however, disappointing because | 
of the trivial character of the work. The | 
present volume is also disappointing to 
admirers of the late “sage of the Grange,” 
but for a different reason. It is disappoint- 
ing because it seeme to reveal Goldwin 
Smith as a narrow, bitter partisan who 
found the timea out of joint, who mie 
tre most men's motives and did not 
hesitate to attack hia contemporaries with 
bitterness and virulence. 

Mr. Haultain declares that these are the 
letters “of a truly great man who saw 
very far and whore solutions of all prob- 
lema were derived from an intellect il- 
lumined with ‘lumen siccum’ which is all 
too rare,” which prompts one reviewer to 
remark “to consider Goldwin Smith 26 4 
great tan, even an eminent man, is to 
give place to an amiable superstition. 

On the whole, Goldwin Smith's reputation 
has not been enhanced eince his death. 
It has to be remembered, however, that he 
made many bitter enemies who have not 
yet ceased their activities. 


Exaggerated Stories of Evil. 


Wany newspaper readers must have been 
impressed during the past few years with) 
the tremendous amount of stuff whieli is 
being printed concerning the groeeer 
forms of vice, patticularly that which ts 
known aa the White Slave Traffic. All 
sorta of organiszationa have been stirred 
to take up the subject, all of them no 
doubt with the beat intentions. 

It may be stated in emphatic terme that 
& great proportion of the storicea which 
are printed concerning this evil are on- 
tirely imaginary. There are probably few 
newepaper editors who have not had 
brought to their offices manuscript pur- 
porting to relate life incidents in connec- 
tion with this matter which, without 
doubt, had their genesis solely in the 
brain of the writer. From time to time 
figures are given out concerning the oarry- 
ing off under violence of hundreds of 
women, M one be permitted to doubt 
aleo the authenticity of most of these fig- 
uree? Perhaps what is known ae the Blave 
Traffic does exist, but not to the extent 
which has been described.

Drinkers and Smokers 
Have Made Record 


Ottawa, June 19.—The Inland Re- 
venue Department's annual statement, 
which has just been completed, shows 
that almost two hundred million more 
cigarettes were smoked last year than 
the year before. Last year there were 
smoked 975,325,501 cigarettes, while 
for the year 1911-12, the consuniption 
was 782,663,841. Canadians are also 
drinking more beer and consuming 
more spirits. The consumption of 
of spirits per‘ head of population was 
1.112 gallons as against 1.030 gallons, 
in WN2; beer 7.005 gallons, compared 
6.508 gallons; wine .13] gallons, com- 
pared with .114; and tobacco 3,818 
placnagy compared with 3.679 pounds in 

912. The tobacco consumption in- 
cludes cigarettes. 
Refuse Disposal 

While the civic authorities of every 
modern community recognise that it 
is their duty to provide for the efficient 
and sanitary removal of sewage, most 
Canadian towns lng sadly behind in 
the matter of providing for the clear- 
ing away of waste paper, bottles, tin 
cans, garbage, scraps of lumber, rusty 
iron, old clothes, mattresses, and a
